The park commission will not be 


able to build a public/ bath house on 
ih* bank of the Merrimack river off 
Varuuiu avenue for the sum appropri- 
ated for the purpose by the city coun- 
cil—$17,000. unless thero Is a general 
curtailment of the features included in 
ihe plans for the building prepared by 
Architect Henry L. Rourke. 


This fact became evident when bids 


for the work were opened at the office 
of the park department today. The bath 
house proposition has become a second 
Morey school annex affair in that the 
contractors submit figures far bryonrf 
tlu- money appropriated. 


Bids for the baih house were in two

Tes, June is a hot month—and July 


mostly worse. No use denying it. But 
Ihere are ways to lessen the prickle. 
So let's get in line. 


For instance, the hottest part o£ 


summer work, ironing, may be flone 
in the shade o£ a protecting tree in 
the back yard, if you will uso a small 
oil heater. 


Tinder that same tree, it it casts 


the widest range of shade, a hammocK 
will prove the best catch-all for odd 
jobs. But better than a "store" ham- 
mock is a home-made one, converted 
from an ordinary spring cot. By tak- 
ing the legs off and nailing them on 
upside down, connecting them with a 
substantial strip of wood across the 
back.'and hanging- it'with a rope, from 
tho limbs of that tree and a neighbor- 
ing one, you have something that will 
have enough firmness to serve as work 
table as well as hammock. 
AVith a 


mattress and pillows, and a covering ot 
attractive denim or cretonne, it be- 
comes a thing of dainty comfort us 
well as usefulness. 


Or. should that fail of accomplish- 


ment, a big garden umbrella is surely 
within reach. 
Their forms vary, hut 


many, a one has its foundation in a 
small Iron lable, which contains a sock- 
et to fit the umbrella shaft. . 


Its a bad thing to keep al,l the win- 


dows of a house closed during the 
heat of the day, with the idea of kee"p- 
ing outsat heat. It may more sensi- 
bly be" kept cool, without becoming 
stuffy, by usins awnings or closed shut- 
t'ers. to keep the sun from the window 
glass. If the windows are kept open 
at tho top and bottom, a cooling .draft 
is created. 
To do this, 
full 
length 


screens are almost a necessity, al- 
though wire gauze or ordinary mos- 
quito netting may be tacked across 
the upper par_t or over the whole win- 
dow, with the same result 
But per- 


haps your house is not protected 
by 


awnings. 
Then open the window at 


the top, pull the window shade out- 
side to shade the window, and at the 
same time create a draft. Keep it from 
blowing by catching the cord in the 
lower half of the window.' 


Cold moisture in a room is one ot 


the surest ways to cool it. If you have 
any old sash curtains on rods, it's a 
good idea to wrinjj them out of ice 
water and hang them up again. 


But the kitchen Is the most trying 


room in the house in hot weather. It 
should be kept closed from the other 
rooms. 
Ton are fortunate if it has 


large windows, the upper parts of 
which reach close to the ceilings. And 
still more fortunate if the windows are 
on more than one side of the room. 
Especially, should there be a window 
of some size above the sink, to lessen 
the heat when you are working over 
it, and to carry off odors. 


Tf tho kitchen windows have no awn- 


ings, the shades should he dark blue 
or preen. 
Quicker ventilation will he 


possible if the shade rollers are hung 
on brackets fastened in the upper ex- 
tremity of the window casement rath- 
er than in sockets between the casing. 
Vines trained over a frame of light 
strips of wood covered with wire net- 
ting, set about a foot away from the 
kitchen window, will protect it from 
the sun, if there Is no awning, and 
will at the same time allow a breeze, 
if such exists, to circulate freely. 
. If the windows are 
too few for 


kitchen comfort, you may find an ideal 
substitute by removing the upper part 
of tho kitchen door and fitting it will 
a movable sash and screen.

There has 


been much damage from this source 
In the past, not only to forests, but 
to barns filled with hay. ice-houses 
and other buildings. There is a large 
amount of brush and slash all over 
the state as a result of cutting- so 
much firewood during the coal short- 
age. 


Forester Rane quotes the state law 


as follows: 


"It shall bo unlawful within any 


city or town in this 'commonwealth 
for any person to liberate or fly fire 
balloons of any description. 
"Whoever 


violates this act shall he punished by 


fine of not more than one hundred 


dollars, or by imprisonment for not 
more than one month or by both such 
fine and imprisonment."

'Today, 
after long 
and weary 


•months of negotiation by the peace 
conference in an effort to reconcile 
Germany to a sense of responsibil- 
ity foi her crimes, tbe final act is 
istaged at Versailles that will end 
the agony and- bring at least the 
formality of peace to the world. 


So far .as .the Germans are con- 


ceined, it appears that they will not 
.carry out the terms of the treaty 
if the^ find any possible means of 
e\admg them. It was this senti- 
ment and belief that, led President 
Pomoaie of .France, in his address 
at the farewell banquet to Presi- 
dent Wilson, to issue a note of 
Training to his people against over 
confidence as to the good intentions 
of Germ-xn}' or the assumption that 
the signing of the treaty would 
rendci secure, the reparations pro- 
vided for in that compact. 
He 


hinted th it force might be necessary 
to compel Germany carry out the 
proMsions of the treaty and that 
France would have to retain the 
'necessary power not. only to defend 
hei territory, but to insist on the 
obseivance'of. tho peace compact. 


There is still abundant evidence 


:fhat Germany .has no conscience, 
no. proper sense of responsibility 
fpr-her acts, and that she still ,re- 
gcrds treaties us scraps of paper. 


But the peace treaty provides the 


machinery for its full enforcement
